It is understood the Prasldent simply
suggestod this proposition to tha four
brotherhoods’ heads, but did not press It
when he found that they considered it
entirely out of the question

The Presldent told the men of the various
conferences he has held with the railroad
chiefs and counseled the utmost patience
He made |t plain that all of the efforts
to bring about a peuceful xettlement would
be ruined if the "hot heuds” ware per-
mitted to ossume control of the situation
When the brotherhood leadars left the
White House they told the President they
would report to the full committes all that
had occurred and would keep In ¢lose touch
with the Whita House.

In their secret conference in thelr hotel
the rallway presidents and managers
threshed out the altumtion. Radical dif-
ferences of opinlon exist @ the rall-
way executives and today at
which, for the first time. all outslders were
barred. was an ¢Tort to see whether united
action cannot be forced and the present
almless milling endad.

OPFOEE EIGHT-HOUR DAY.

The committes of elght has not at any
timea agreed to pccept such an eight-hour
day.

Intion. was turned down when it was ad-
mitted that there were only '"promises’ of
such leglalative help, with nothing tangible
possible at this Congreas.

Its dellbarations the two questions upper-
most in the minds of the executives ware;

Will the President stop with his pres-
ent plan of settlement, and {f not. how
far will he compromise?

Wil the emploves actually strike if
the rallroads turn down the President's
proposition while affering ot the same
time to mgree to the theory of the
elght-hour day and to put some shorter
day program [nto effact?

There appears to be na change In the
determination of & majority of the greater
systems and most of the smaller ones to
oppose any settlement based on the sight-
hour day with ten hours' pay, as proposed
by the Presldent. An elght-hour duy with
the present eight hours' pay and some stipu-
latlon for overtime would be uccepted by
them instanter

Contending thut acceptance of ths Pres|-
dent's offer would mean merely “"passing the
enormous burden of cost to the public.”
President C. B. Gray, of the Western Mary-
land, today added his protest to the accumu.
lating list. and sald:

““We would be both cowsrdly and un-
true In both our public and private rela-
tlonships If wa did this merely as the casient
way out We, too, answer to the publle,
and we are not yet satinfled that the puyb-
e or even 4 respectable majority,
countenance our surrender.”

President Willard, of the Baltimore and
Ohto, is working hard.

Six Machines in Foray—Damage
in Metropolis, Inland and *

LONDON, Aug 26 —Zeppelin alrships
bombarded the outskirts of London early
today, killlpg elght and wounding 21 per-
sone

WABHINGTON, Aug. 96 —<Proteats have
reached members of the Senats and House
against & stamp tax on lusurance policies
In numbers great enough (o indicate that
elther the Seénate or Housa both will pro-
test againet the position tuken by the Sens
ate Democratic caucun on the subject. Pre-
dictions are freely made today that when
the Adminiatration’s revenus bill becomes a
law, the stamp tax on insurancs policles will
not he a feature of It

Bver since tlie revenus bill wan reported
ts the Senate from the Finance Committes,
talegrums of protests against the insurance
tax havae literally poured into the Capitol
from Pennaylvania and all other eantern
Btates, Many members of the House have
recalved as meny as twanty telegrams &
day, and Senators have recelved many mare
in proportion.

The House passed the blil without this
or any other mo-called "objectionabls"
stamp tax on documaents, pélicies, ete. The
Senate Finonce Committes reported the biil
with provision for & stamp tax on bonds,
debentures, stock certificatur and fssues and
transfors of stocl. sales of product on ex-

GREEKS FALL BACK BEFORE
BULGARS; COMMANDERS SAID
TO DISREGARD KING'S ORDERS

BALONICA, Aug. 20, ~Greek troops, who
are fighting with the Britlah and French
in an effort to check the advance of the
Bulgarians through Greek Macedonia, have
heen forced to fall back In the reglon of
Lake Tabinos after suffering heavy losses.

Dispatches from the front held by the
Allles’ right flank told today of wviolent
fighting In that district where the Bul.
garians have been reinforced by hordes of
Comitudjls (Bulgarian irregulars).

Six hundred irregulars entered the town
of Prosenik and selzed Iarge quantitiss of
Greek army stores, after which they burned
the place. Then they cccupled Djoumaya.

(Prosenik i six miles northwest of Serea
and lles on the Salonlca-Constantinople
Rallroad, Djoumays, or Dzuma, |s three
miles northwest of Prosenik and is about
# mile enst of the Struma River.)

SemloMcial reports from the Struma
front state that the Gresks uare stlll eon-
testing stubbornly every Inch of ground.

The defense of the Greek soldlers |s being
made In vielation of an order sent by King
Congstantine to the Greek commander, Colo-
nel Christodoulos. The Greek commander
has gone so far ay to summon reservists
to the colors, although he has not been
warranted to do so by the Genaral Stafy,

RUSSIANS RESUME ADVANCE
ON ALL CAUCASUS FRONT;
TURKS EVACUATING BITLIS

LONDON, Aug. 16.—The Russians have
resumed thalr advance on the entire Cau.
casus front following the recapture of
Mush, sald a wireless dispateh from Petro-
grad today. The Turks have evacuated
Bitlls, according to an ofMicial dispatch from
Tifls. The town had been recaptured by
the Turks a week ago.

Advancing slong the Euphrates toward
Diarbekr, the Rusalans have reoccupied
Mush, west of Lake Van, In the battles
that preceded tha capture of the town the
Caar's roops took 2300 prisoners.

This new move of Grand Duke Nicholas
tn Armenia has put incressed pressure on
the Turk, who seized the opportunity when

falled to know of the existence of such
resorts, having toleratad them for so long
o time.. The eity could have hiad no proper
motive for ordering the simuoltanectus ar-
rests of all these persons Invelved. 1In
fact, the whole evil ¢ould have been abated
without n single arrest; to permit the
flagrant violatlon of the law for s long time
nud to follow such a violation with the per-
emptory arrest is an lmproper use of police
power.

“This sensational action of the municipal
authorities wus |nevitably followed by
sensational accounts thereof in the news-
papers, No other result could have been
expected or Intended,

*The great amount of space devotsd by
the newspapers to the subject doubtless
furnished diverting reading for the prurient-
minded and those of salaclioys taste, but
it had other consequences extramely in-
Jurious to public morals and welfare.

Therefore, they are con-
demned. We recommend that there be no
repetition of such wholesule ralda'
